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After 20 years, Still 


Just Pulling Strings 








Dick and Marlo Riede have been pulling a lot of 
strings the past 20 years. 

The Upland couple design and construct their 
own marionettes, in addition to performing with 
them. 

The Riede’s three children, now grown and living 
on their own, grew up chipping in for shows. During 
vacations and some holidays, the family gets back 
together for birthday party or regular stage shows. 

Visitors to the Riede’s home are greeted first by 
their dog, Popcorn, and then by colorful, friendly 
marionettes, puppets and toys that adorn just about 
every nook and cranny in the house. 

“As each of our children grew up and began 
leaving the house, we would move our marionettes 
and equipment into their rooms,” Mrs. Riede said. 
“When they would come home from college, we’d 
have to move all the stuff back out of the kids’ 
rooms.” 

The Riedes point out there is a difference 
between a marionette and a puppet. A marionette 
always is manipulated by strings, while a puppet 
can be any doll form. 

Mrs. Riede taught art before her children were 
born. Two of her children are artists now. And it was 
an easy progression from art to performing, the 
couple said. 

“! don’t think we really get tired of working with 


our marionettes, at least not most of the time,” Mrs. 
Riede said. ‘“‘There are so many things you can do 
with marionettes. You know, we have to write the 
play, do the voices, build the props, puppets and 
stage and do the show itself.” 

Give up their marionettes? 

“It’s become a way of life to us,”’ Mrs. Riede 
said. 

“That would be like saying I’m going to retire 
and do nothing,” Riede said with a smile. 

The couple already have Christmas bookings for 
next year. 

‘“We’re committed at least for one more year,” 
Mrs. Riede said with a laugh. 

The Riedes make many of their marionettes, but 
neither can pass up the opportunity to buy a 
collectible or old marionette. During the past 20 
years, the Reides have collected hundreds of the 
stringed miniature actors. 

But of all their “toys” the couple admit to a great 
love of Pinocchio. 

Mrs. Riede saw a moveable poster of Pinocchio 
at a local video store and repeatedly asked if she 
could buy it. The store owner said no. In 
desperation, she took a chance and wrote Disney 
Studios. 

‘| went to the door one day and there was a big 
package. | opened it and, to my surprise, there was 








the moveable poster and another Pinocchio poster. 
Attached was a note from Disney Studios thanking 
me. for my interest,” Mrs. Riede said. 

Working with marionettes is a time-consuming 
hobby for the couple. Riede is a history teacher at 
Upland High School and Mrs. Riede is a housewife. 

Although marionette work has entertained them 
for the past 20 years, the Riedes said marionette 
performing and puppetry are not too popular now. 

“It was while the Muppets were big, but they 
seem to have come and gone,” she said. 

But a decline inthe public’s interest hasn’t 
deterred the couple. 

“| enjoy performing. It’s quite satisfying to show 
what you’ve worked on to others,” Riede said. “‘It 
was nice to have our children work with us. It still is 
when they have a chance.” 

While performing, Mrs. Riede said, many of the 
children are captivated by the marionettes. 

“It becomes very real, almost too real to some 
children. They seem lost up in it even when they see 
me there pulling the strings,” she said. 

The marionettes take center stage when taken 
into the audience. 

“They (children) don’t look at me. Matter of fact, 
some kids get so involved they push me aside 
because they want to get closer to the 
marionettes,” Reide said. [1

Cathy Olivara, Doris Williams 
and Mary Garrett are Ee 
matchmakers. 

Their job is to help the 
learning and physically disabled 
find an avenue to overcome a 
hardship. Each person is 
involved in the supportive 
services program at Chaffey 
College. 

Olivara is a resource teacher 
who is coordinating the 
program’s visually impaired and 
communication skills for the 
stroke disabled projects at the 
college. 

“My office is with the 
educational resource center, 
which functions as an umbrella 
to deal with a variety of 
problems our learning and 
physically disabled students 
encounter,” Olivara said. 

The center offers a variety of 
services to students, including a 
learning resource program; a 
basic skills/diagnostic program 
for the learning disabled; 
machines capable of enlarging 
book print for the visually 
impaired; tram transportation to 
class; and left-handed, right- 
handed and large-print 
typewriters. 

The center also offers the 
disabled the opportunity of 
priority registration for classes. 
The service helps students who, 
because of physical problems, 
can’t stand in long lines, and 
helps schedule their classes so 


Guidance 90, an on-campus 
orientation program, and 
Adaptive Physical Education 
also are handled through the 
center. 

“The main goal of this center 
is to offer students the services

It may be as 
simple as providing him with an 
electric wheelchair to replace his 
manual one,” she said. 

Olivara said she’s never come 
up against a problem she can’t 
solve. 

“Sometimes it’s difficult, but 
we always find a way. To see the 
excitement of students who are 
achieving their goals is the best 
part of this job. | love eveything 
about my job,” she said. 

Williams is an instructor in the 
visually impaired program. 

The non-credit, off-campus 
program meets twice a week.

Handicapped find 
avenues for coping 


Each Thursday the class 
conducts its community 
awareness program in which the 
visually impaired and volunteers 
venture into the community for 
training. 

“We had 45 people go out for 
an hour’s drive with us for 
Thanksgiving and we’re 
expecting 65 for Christmas. We 
usually have 25 students,” 
Williams said. ‘The class makes 
people feel better about 
themselves. Mobility training 
helps them feel comfortable 
about being with others or by 
themselves in the community. | 
think the class offers physical, 
social and mental enrichment.” 

Fridays the class exercises 
and plays games in Braille at 
Colony Park in Ontario. 

“Besides the educational 
aspect of the class, we’re trying 
to develop students’ interests. 
Many have lost favorite hobbies 
because of their blindness or 
loss of sight. | think we’re 
accomplishing a great deal and 
would like to see more people 
involved,” Williams said.

As citizen outrage against X- 
rated entertainment in the West 
Valley surges, cities are joining 
the effort by drafting ordinances 
to control the businesses. 

Rancho Cucamonga, Upland 
and the county all have 
temporary laws restricting adult 
businesses. 

In the meantime, the city 
attorneys are preparing more 
permanent ordinances similar to 

- one the Montclair City Council 
probably will approve in January. 
That law would forbid the adult 
stores from locating near 
schools, churches and homes. 

To many residents, most 
notably members of the group 
Communities Against 
Pornography (CAP), this is not 
enough. 

They don’t believe the X-rated 
dancing, video and book 
establishments should be 
protected by free-speech rights, 
and want the businesses forced 
out of town. 

CAP members took matters 
into their own hands recently by 
staging a camera vigil outside an 
Upland adult video store, taking 
pictures of the shop’s customers 
as they entered the parking lot. 

This kind of angry reaction is 
nothing new. In response to 
citizen protest against adult

West Valley cities choosing 
to fight adult businesses with 
zoning ordinances might find 
the laws revoked if they are 
ever challenged in federal 
court.

within five years. 

The law calling for the five- 
year closure of the theater was 
never tested because the Ritz 
burned down in 1979 under 
suspicious circumstances. 

Supreme Court rulings prevent 
cities from banning adult stores 
and theaters entirely, so, for the 
most part, ordinances center 
around spacing the businesses 
from schools, churches and

Effort expanding to limit 
X-rated entertainment

Chaffey College 
still faces uphill 
problem-solving

Chaffey College is out of the 
woods as far as its financial 


_ troubles go, but still faces an 


uphill battle to finish the 
problem-solving it started, said 
an accrediting commission 
official Dec. 12. 

John C. Petersen, executive 
director of the accrediting 
commission for community and 
junior colleges, based in Aptos, 


complimented the Chaffey 
College governing board and 
Superintendent Otto Roemmich 
for the speedy response toa 
warning from the commission 
six months ago that the college 
might lose its accreditation. 

“| know the strain and pain 
involved in fitting everyone’s 
aspirations into the budget,” 
Petersen said. 

In June, Chaffey received an

Ever since the Golden Age of 
television, young people have 
been accused of watching too 
much of the boob tube. 

But high schoo! students are 
being encouraged to tune in 
even more at Upland and 
Montclair campuses — while 
in the school libraries, no less. 

Thanks to a microwave 
television system called 
Polynet, some of the top high 
school students can take 
college courses through Cal 
Poly Pomona. 

Upland and Montclair high 
schools are piloting the 
program within the Chaffey 
Joint Union High School 
District. Only a Montclair 
sophomore is enrolled this 


term. 

The video system is now on 
line in 17 schools throughout 
Southern California, and 
Chaffey officials are trying to 
work with a local cable 


operator to get it installed in all. 


district schools. 

With Polynet, a college 
instructor teaches from a 
classroom-turned-studio 
containing three remote- 
controlled cameras and no 
students. The instructor 
teaches directly into the 
camera. 

Signals are broadcast live 
from the room to the high 
schools, which are equipped 
with special dish antennas. 

The students see and hear 
the instructor on a color 
television, and a live audio 
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system allows them to speak 
into a microphone and talk to 
the teacher or their 
classmates, who could be at 
another school miles away. 
Instead of using a chalk 
board, the instructor writes 
down equations or any other 
material on a pad, which is 
zoomed in on by aceiling 
camera. Videotapes and slides

A second suit 
questioned the redevelopment 
plan itself. 

At the same time, the 
partnership was negotiating with 
the city to develop the mostly 
vacant property. It currently 
owns five acres of the project. 

City officials have charged 


that the suits are simply a means 


to manipulate the city into 
granting the partnership the 


redevelopment contract. 

In redevelopment areas, City 
Manager Lee Travers said, the 
owner of the largest parcel in the 
area generally gets the 
redevelopment contract if it is 
interested. Since the savings 
and loan is now the majority 
property owner with 12 acres, 
whichever company buys that lot 
will own the largest portion. 

“Whoever purchases it will 
probably have considerable 
impact on what happens next,” 


Addition of Upland High to the 


elementary district is

A draft study has found the 
addition of the Upland High 
School to the elementary school 
district feasible. 

The study, contracted by the 
Office of County Superintendent 
of Schools, found only two 
drawbacks to the plan, which 
would pull Upland High School 
students out of the Chaffey Joint 
Union High School District and 
add them to the present Upland 
elementary school district. 

The district stops short of full 
compliance with state 
unification criteria because of 
racial-ethnic balance and lack of 
facilities. 

However, the ‘‘two areas are 
not considered substantial 
enough to reject the proposal,” 
the report concluded. 

The report by Stallings & 
Associates took more than 
seven months to prepare and a 
final draft will be ready in 
January, according to Upland 
School District Superintendent 
George Renworth, who 
presented the findings at the 
board of trust: »s meeting last 
week. He said there will probably 
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be no significant changes in the 
final version. 

The County Committee School 
District Organization, of which 
Upland board member Donna 
Vandersall is vice-chairwoman, 
will hold two public hearings on 
the plan — one at a location in 
Chaffey district territory and one 
on the Upland district’s ground, 
Renworth said. 

If no significant obstacles 
appear at the hearings, the 
proposal will be sent to the state 
Board of Education, ‘‘which 
would most likely approve it,” he 
said. At that point it would come 
back to the county where 
residents of the entire Chaffey 
high school district would vote 
on the proposal. 

The tentative date for the 
election is November 1986, with 
the plan being instituted by July 
1987, Renworth said. 

“| personally think that’s an 
optimistic schedule,” he told the 
board. 

The report bases its 
recommendations on a list of 
criteria for unification detailed in 
the California Education Code. 
The six factors studied are 
community identity, pupil

enrollment, educational 
program, racial-ethnic 
composition, physical facilities 
and property and financial 
factors. 

Unification would bring 
Upland High School into the 
district, as well as about 500 
other Upland students currently 
attending Chaffey district high 
schools in Ontario and 
Montclair. This would put the 
high school beyond its current 
capacity of about 2,500 students. 

However, the consultants 
suggested that relocatable 
classrooms could be placed on 
the high school campus to meet 
the extra demand, Renworth 
said. 

While unification would cause 
‘some harm to the Upland High 
School by some overcrowding,” 
it would have ‘“‘no effect on 
educational achievement in 
Upland High School,” the report 
concluded. 





Travers said. 

He added that if the 
partnership was selected as the 
buyer and the city chose it as 
the developer “it would seem 
logical” that the suits would be 
dropped. 

The Seventh and Mountain 
partnership — a Washingon- 
based firm — made one of the 
nine offers to Pomona First 
Federal Vice President Robert 
Nichols, the partnership’s 


attorney Murray Kane said. 
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However, he declined to say 
whether his client had been 
selected as the buyer. 

Kane also declined to make a 
statement on whether his client 
would abandon its suits against 
the city in the event that it was 
chosen as developer. He said he 
preferred to wait until the 
savings and loan chose its buyer 
for such an announcement. 

Nichols said that the savings 
and loan has selected one of the

Homework and tests are 
sent back and forth between 
the students and their 
instructors via an Ontario 
courier service, which can also 
deliver videotapes of classes to 
students who may have been 
absent. 

Polynet is the brainchild of 
Robert Threlkeld, who calls it 
the nation’s first interactive 
cooperative video network 
between a four-year university 
and local public schools. 

“IT think others will do it,” 
Threlkeld said. ‘‘We got in ata 
time that seems fashionable.”’ 

Threlkeld, who had been 
producing teleconferences for 
companies across the nation, 
came to Cal Poly to direct the 
program, which was made 
possible due to an 
instructional broadcast license 
granted by the Federal 
Communications Commission 
to the University. 

About 50 students in various 
schools are currently enrolled 
in Polynet. While there are 
plans to expand the 
curriculum, enrollment will be 
capped once it exceeds about 
100, Threlkeld said. 


“We feel the most important 
thing is the interaction 
between the teacher and the 
students,” Threikeld said. “‘If 
500 kids were on line, some 
would never be able to talk to 
the teacher.” 

“According to Cal Poly, they 
don’t want a large group. They 
do not want lectures. They 
want interaction. From what 
I’ve seen, it’s very interactive,” 
said Sherry Sheppard, a 
Montclair High School 
librarian. 

“This is an additional 
opportunity for a few select 
students,” said Sheppard, 
whom Threlkeld credited with 
making Polynet work in the 
Chaffey district. 

There are some inherent 
problems with Polynet, 
Threlkeld conceded. Cal Poly is 
on a four-quarter system, while 
most of the high schools are 
on a two-semester system. 

Also, the times it is 
convenient for a college 
instructor to offer a class do 
not always mesh well witha 
student’s high school 
schedule. Polynet is geared 
toward already “‘heavily 
scheduled kids,” Threlkeld 
said.

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Police say holidays are

The holiday season is prime 
for crime, authorities say. 

Harried shoppers armed with 
cash and busy merchants pose 
“just the opportunity for 
criminals to take advantage of,”’ 
Ontario police Sgt. Robert Keller 
said. 

Robberies, shoplifting, purse 
snatches and residential 
burglaries increase during the 
holidays, he said. 

Subsequently, police have 
come up with some creative 
tactics to combat these crimes. 

Ontario police detectives are 
cruising for crooks as part of the 
department’s annual robbery 
suppression program. 
Meanwhile Fontana police, in 
conjunction with merchants, this 
week began a patrol program in 
local shopping centers. 

“It’s our way of working with 
the stores to reduce shoplifting 
... purse snatches, thefts from 
cars,’’ Fontana police Lt. Sam 
Scott said. The program will 
continue through Christmas. 
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Scott said police arrested 15 
people, 10 of those for 
shoplifting, four for burglary and 
one for robbery Tuesday. In 
addition, nine juveniles were 
arrested for shoplifting, he said. 
The youths were released to the 
custody of their parents. 

Ontario Police Department, for 
the first time, is using statistical 
information obtained through 
the department’s new computer 
system to target when and 
where robberies are likely to 
occur. About 30 robberies are 
predicted to occur this month, 
Keller said. 

Keller said the aim is for 
greater efficiency because of the 
capability of targeting certain 
areas. Five nights a week, 
detectives take to the streets in 
a high-visiblity patrol of certain 
locations, primarily commercial 
areas, in the city. 


The detectives, normally plain- 
clothes, will be in uniform or 
wear police ‘‘raid”’ jackets. 

Seventeen detectives are 
involved in the program, which 
will continue through the new 
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year, Keller said. He declined to 
say how many detectives are 
assigned each night. The 
officers are paid overtime and he 
estimated the program to cost 
$4,400. 

The officers will also be 
involved in some surveillance, he 
said. The detectives receive 
information during their 
briefings about certain 
individuals likely to commit 
these crimes, Keller said.

planned police programs aimed 
at reducing violations, crime 
prevention specialists caution 
the public during the holidays. 

“The key is be aware ... Not to 
forget the fact that crimes do 
occur, crooks are looking for 
opportunity,” said Jacquelyn 
Murguia-Woodman, crime 
prevention specialist. 

Some recommendations to 
shoppers are to park in well- 
lightedplaces and make sure the 
doors and windows of vehicles 
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are locked. Don’t carry too many 
packages. If packages are stored 
in the vehicle, hide them in the 
trunk. And if planning to return 
to a store, move the vehicle to 
another spot in case a would-be 
thief is watching. 

Don’t carry large amounts of 
cash. Purses should be held 
securely and wallets kept in an 
inside coat or jacket pocket. 
Avoid placing packages on the 
floor or leaving them 
unattended.

Along with Christmas wish 
lists from little ones, parents 
should make a list of holiday 
survival tips and check it twice, 
said Bob Stauffacher, a 
counselor at Jasper Elementary 
School in Alta Loma. 

Knowing what behavior to 
expect from children around the 
holidays will make Christmas 
merrier, he said. 

In his class, Systematic 
Training for Effective Parenting 
(STEP), Stauffacher explains that 
children act up around the 
holidays not so much because of 
any inherent personality flaws, 
but because of a host of other 
reasons ranging from parental 
expectations, birth order and 
economics. 

The list of behaviors is based 
on different personality types 
and was taken from Don 
Dinkmeyer’s book, “A Parent’s 
Handbook: Systematic Training 
for Effective Parenting,” 
published by Random House. 

Stauffacher said that during 
this time of year, parents will see 
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four “distinct and clever 
behavior patterns,” including 
attention, power, revenge and 
displays of inadequacy. 

Children who use the 
attention ploy ‘‘want to be 
recognized,” Stauffacher said. 

“The first thing they try is 
positive behavior. If they can’t 
get it through positive behavior, 
they try negative behavior.” 

Children who use power plays 
“are children who want to be the 
boss,’ he said. 

Little power brokers use a 
head-butting strategy, engaging 
their parents in “yes you will, no 
| won’t” battles. 

“The kids win because they 
have more energy than the 
parents do,” Stauffacher said. 

Children whose parents are 
divorced or who feel slighted in 
the sibling pecking order may 
use revenge tactics, he said. 


“These are kids who, for 
whatever reason, feel they’ve 
been slighted, and they want to 
get back at the parents.” 

Whether it’s jealousy or 
divorce, these kids don’t 
understand why they are 





















experiencing what they perceive 
as the bad end of a deal, and 
want to ‘“‘get even,” he said. 

A fourth technique is a display 
of inadequacy. 

“Their own self-opinion is they 
don’t amount to a hill of beans,” 
Stauffacher said. 

The key to understanding 
children with inferiority 
complexes is knowing that they 
may not have made the 
connection between the way 
they act and the way they get 
treated. 
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Child behavior list can keep holidays bright 


“It has to be pointed out to 
them what they’re doing.” 

With all of these personality 
traits, there is some overlap, 
Stauffacher said. 

While there is no distinction in 
what age groups display which 
behavior, the reason behind it is 
the thing, he said. 

“Depending on who you talk 
to, they’ll give you different 
reasons for the behavior.” 

This so-called childish 
behavior is not exclusive to 
children, he said. 
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“In my working with children, | 
have discovered, with the 
exception of the age and the 
vocabulary, there are many 
similarities in the problems 
chilren have and the problems 
adults have.” 

The parents’ moods, problems 
at work and marital problems all 
effect the children, he said. 

“It’s all interrelated, it’s what | 
call the domino effect.

contract offer and declared an 
impasse, bringing in a state 
mediator to handle the dispute. 

A fair share agency shop fee 
clause was dropped from the 
agreement teachers proposed to 
the board. 

The “fair share” requirement 
was the CTO’s reopener issue 
this year in the three-year 
contract. 

“Fair share” requires all 
teachers to pay a flat rate 
equivalent to dues to the 
organization that bargains for all 
teachers. 

Negrete said only about 15 of 
the 125 teachers employed by 
the district do not now pay dues 
to the organization. 

“Our membership pays 
approximately $29 a month in 
membership dues. Fair share 
agency shop would be every 
teacher paid the same amount 
even if they aren’t part of the 
organization. If they have various 
philosophical beliefs about fair 
share, they can donate that same 
amount to a charity. The district 
is philosophically opposed to 
that,” he said. 

Negrete said the teachers also 
wanted pay credit for graduate 
units that were taken before 
their bachelor’s degrees were 
recorded. 

“Cal Poly Pomona allows 
teachers to take graduate 

courses before they’ve got their 
bachelor’s degrees,’’ Negrete 
said. “Central does not give pay 
credits for those graduate 
credits. We dropped that issue 
so we could get the contract. 

“The teachers passed it 
begrudgingly,” he said. “At this 
point in time, we didn’t feel we 
were going to get anything 
else.” 

Sheri Nagel, director of 
personnel for Central School 
District, said the salary 
settlement of 6 percent effective 
Dec. 1, and another 1 percent 
Jan. 1 is “real competitive with 
other surrounding districts. 

“| don’t think the 6 percent 
was seen as unreasonable by the 
teachers,” she said. 

The contract included an 
increase in the conference 
attendance allowance from $50 
to $60 for attendance at 
professional growth activities. 

Each teacher may use the 
allowance for one conference a 
year. 

The health benefits included 
$3,106 per employee for full 
family medical, dental and vision 
care, with five plans teachers 
can select from. 

Last year’s health benefit 
allowance was $3,032. 

“The intent on the district’s 
part is to make sure they get full 
family coverage,” Nagel said. 

Summer school salaries for 
1986 were increased to $1,496 
for 20 days, four hours a day. 

The district also won an 
extension of the current 
agreement to June 1987. 
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official warning to improve its 
fiscal condition, board-staff 
relationships and planning 
process, or face loss of 
accreditation. 

The warning followed a visit 
by an accreditation team on April 
23, and a follow-up report by the 
team May 14. 

Petersen said Chaffey College 
is no longer in danger of losing 
its accreditation. 

Officials apparently were not 
expecting such a glowing report 
from Petersen Dec. 12. 

Petersen visited Chaffey at 
Roemmich’s request, and was 
originally scheduled to speak to 
the board in aclosed meeting in 
October. Roemmich said the 
meeting was going to be closed 
because he was “afraid some 
board members’ names might 
come up.” 

When The Daily Report 
protested that a closed session 
could violate the Ralph M. Brown 
Act (the state’s open meeting 
law), Roemmich agreed to open 
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the meeting. Petersen’s visit was 
rescheduled for a open study 
session in December. 

Roemmich told Petersen the 
college had anticipated a $1 
million deficit in fiscal 1984-85, 
and was able to reduce that 
deficit to $394,000. The college 
then obtained a loan from the 
state for $394,000 that enabled 
the board to adopt a balanced 
budget for 1985-86 for the first 
time in years. 

Roemmich said there will be 
further reductions in certificated 
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staff by the end of the year, and 
that relations have improved 
between the board, staff and 
administration. 

Had Petersen visited in 
October, he would have been 
told about an 18-month 
stalemate between the district 
and members of the Chaffey 
College Teachers Association 
(CCTA). The dispute went to a 
fact-finding mediator Oct. 25 but 
was resolved two weeks later 
after only two face-to-face 
meetings between 


representatives of the CCTA and 
the administration. 

Petersen said he was 
impressed with the contract 
resolution. 

“At some places, board- 
faculty relations are such that 
you can’t convince them (the 
faculty) that there’s a problem,”’ 
Petersen said after the study 
session. 

“They’ve achieved something 
that’s extremely hard, getting 
employee concessions. Six 
months from now, when the 
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work load is horrendous, it’s 
going to hurt,” he added. 

Board president Robert 
Edmonson said the cost of the 
college’s budget-trimming 
efforts had been a high 
employee turnover. 

“| don’t want to say that overa 
long term the staff can be 
expected to subsidize the 
college,’ Edmonson said. 

Newly elected board member 
James Barton attempted to have 
Petersen add more cheer to the 
already-positive report.

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Two Alta Loma women are painting the 
town’s windows. 

And they get paid for it. 

Pat Meyer and Marilyn Daugherty, 
neither one of whom had an art 
background, started their business five 
years ago over a game of cards. 

They brought the idea to their 
husbands, who suggested a company 
name, and “Creative Windows by the 
Pains” was born. 

Daugherty and Meyer, who are each 
mothers of three, now spend part of their 
time painting decorations on windows, 
making promotional banners, and doing 
other things like menus, permanent 
lettering, and what they call “funny” 
sculpture. 

‘| wouldn’t know how to be serious if | 
tried,” said Daugherty. 

As an example of the off-the-wall art 
the women are known for, Daugherty said 
she is the creator of the Purple Foot and 
the Purple Toe awards given to the best 
and second-best grape stompers at the 
Rancho Cucamonga Wine Festival every 
year. 

Her Purple Foot-crafting days started 








when a neighbor who was involved with 
the festival mentioned Daugherty as a 
possible provider of an award for the 
grape stompers. 

Daugherty went out to the garage with 
her husband, and some friends and had a 
few beers. When it was ail over, 
Daugherty had a sculpture of the 
combined feet of everyone present, 
including broken toenails, corns, and 
cracked heels. 

Now that fall has passed and grape 
harvesting days are over, Meyer’s and 
Daugherty’s artwork can be seen on 
storefront windows in the area, ata 
couple of stores in the Miller's Outpost 
plaza at Archibald Avenue and Foothill 
Boulevard, at The Urgent Care Center at 
Base Line Road and Archibald, and at the 
city of Rancho Cucamonga recreation 
center on Base Line. ' 

After going out and soliciting business 
the first year, they now get all their 
business through word of mouth alone. 

“Mention that we have a business 
license,’ Daugherty said. ‘‘We’re the only 
painters in town and the city always 
harasses us about having a business 


license.” : 

Daugherty acquired some of her 
artistic expertise while designing posters 
for National Airlines for 10 years before it 
was bought out by Pan Am. 

She was really supposed to be a 
reservations clerk, but since she was the 
only one who knew how to draw, she got 
to design posters. 

“Everybody hated me,” she said. “I was 
always off the phones. I’d say, ‘can you 
draw?’ and they’d Say, ‘no,’ and I’d say, 
‘well, there.’”’ 

Meyer and Daugherty get their ideas 
partially from newspaper ads but mostly 
from inspiration. 

Sometimes they will take an idea from 
a design they’re working on at another 
store in the same center and carry the 
design through to other stores. 

An example of that would be a winter 
skating scene that they carried around 
two sides of one building. 

They look for a theme that ties in with 
the business itself. For instance, at the 
Outpost Cleaners, there’s a Santa with a 
dirty suit. At Yogurt N More, a yogurt 
cone with a Santa’s hat, boots and a belt 
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is in the window. At Rancho Sport, an elf 
is kicking a soccer ball and a reindeer is 
picking the ball up with its antlers. 

Meyer and Daugherty said customers 
usually go along with whatever ideas they 
dream up. 

“Every once in awhile you'll get 
someone who’s stubborn and says no,” 
said Meyer. “‘Ninety-five percent of them 
give us free rein.” 

Meyer said the secret of their style is 
detail, and a desire to please. 

“We stand back and look at a window. 
it’s not finished until we’re finished,” she 
said. 

About the only thing they really don’t 
like about their work is the having to work 
outside in bad weather. 

“The only thing both of us hate is the 
cold, nasty weather,”’ Daugherty said. “‘It 
freezes the paint and slows us down.” 

They sometimes spray windows with 
hair spray for a fixative if they are having 
problems getting paint to stick to the 


windows. 

“Sometimes one little spot will crinkle 
off,” Meyer said, “like half of Santa’s . 
mustache.”

“It’s just like coming back 
home again.” 

That’s how Jack Mercer, 
known as “The Music Man of 
Ontario,’ sums up his recent 
appointment as director of the 
Chaffey Adult School 
Community Band. 

Mercer was director of the 
Chaffey High School Band for 26 
years before retiring 12 years 
ago. During his tenure, more 
than 2,000 band and drill team 
members graduated from his 
department. 

During an informal dinner at 
Mercer’s home with some of 
those graduates, the idea of 
forming acommunity band was 
brought up. 

Mercer, thinking there were 
probably few alumni around 
interested in dusting off their old 
horns, agreed to direct if enough 
people could be found. 

Well, his students “went out 
and beat the drums,” finding 25 
to 30 old band members thrilled 
at the idea of returning to 
Chaffey’s band room with 
Mercer. 

“My telephone has been 
ringing off the wall, as a result,” 
Mercer said. 

Albert Schoenborn, Chaffey 
Adult School’s principal, was 
approached and took the idea to 
the Chaffey Joint Union High 
School District board of 


trustees, which officially 
approved Mercer’s appointment 
last month. Final arrangements 
concluded just recently. 

Mercer’s new Class will be part 
of the adult school’s second 
semester curriculum. 

“Pll take anyone who’s 
interested,” Mercer said, 
“Anyone who has thought they 
might be interested in getting 
his horn out and playing. That 
does not necessarily mean 
Chaffey alumni.” 

Chaffey High School’s band, 
under Mercer’s direction, 
provided the nationally televised 
half-time production for the 
National Football League’s first 
Pro Bowl game.

Pinocchio. Considering the topic 
with which it deals, “Fever 
Pitch” is anumbingly dull and 
generally dreadful movie. 
Brooks approaches his 
treatise on gambling like a man 
who once dropped acoinina 
slot machine, lost and has never 
gotten over it, or at least has 
never stopped thinking about it. 
And what he was thinking was 


probably this: What about people 


who drop more than one coin, 
who just keep dropping them? 


What makes them do it? After 95 


minutes of ‘‘Fever Pitch,” the 
only thing clear is that Brooks 
still doesn’t have a clue.

Anyhow, it turns out that 
Taggart is in bad trouble with a 
loan shark (Brooks also tosses 
out some fascinating, if only to 
him, facts about loan sharks), 
has a young daughter whose 
inheritance he has gambled 
away, and is pals with the 
quarterback of a professional 
football team, also a heavy 
gambler, a desperate man who 
might be persuaded to fix a 
game and get both of them off 
the hook. Oh, there’s also a Las 
Vegas barmaid involved, sort of. 


All these subplots are tossed 
into the proceedings so 
randomly it’s as though some 
aide whispered to Brooks that 
while, yes, the statistics he had 


compiled on gambling are 
certainly fascinating, not to 
mention old and overdone, 
perhaps the movie was in need 
of alittle something extra. 


For all of the facts spewed 
from the screen, there’s precious 
little information disseminated 
about any of the key characters, 
and what there is is very 
confusing.

Garrett is an instructor with 
the communication skills for the 
stroke disabled class. 


“We work a lot with 
individuals who have had 
strokes. We try and teach them 
to develop what capabilities they 
have. Strokes can result ina 
unique combination of losses 
such as speech and hand and 
leg movement. We try and 
develop what abilities a person 
has so he can continue to live a 
prosperous life,’”’ Garrett said. 

But Garrett said the biggest 
obstacle most stroke victims 
have is overcoming depression. 

‘Many feel they’ve lost more 
than they have. Fighting the 
depression is the hardest thing. 
When you combine the 
depression with the real physical 
limitations they have, many feel 
like they’re nothing,” Garrett 
said. “Our job is to make them 
feel like something.”

company, the Therapeutic 
Equestrians have received help 
from the Communication 
Workers of America. 

The union, made up mostly of 
General Telephone Co. workers, 
took the group under its wing 
and has been selling candy, 
advertising for donations and is 
holding a raffle to raise money. 

So far the group has gathered 
$2,400 for the program, 
according to Glenda Johnson, a 
member of the union’s 
Community Service Committee.

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Fire board 
wants to dim 
fireworks

Some of the sparkle will be 
taken out of the Fourth of July in 
Rancho Cucamonga if fire 
officials have their way. 

A ban on sparklers, and 
restrictions on the-sale and 
discharge of fireworks may make 
it a duller, but safer Fourth of 
July next year. 

The Foothill Fire Protection 
District board last Thursday 
agreed to proceed with efforts to 
get the city of Rancho 
Cucamonga to change municipal 
codes to restrict the use of 
fireworks. 

A spokeswoman from the 
Rancho Cucamonga city clerk’s 
office was unable to say when 
the issue might appear on acity 
council agenda. 

In astatement of philosophy, 
fire Chief L. Dennis Michael said 
the fire district’s board of 
directors ‘does not condone the 
use of fireworks, and is 
philosophically and ethically 
opposed to the sale and 
discharge of any type of 
fireworks, and for the safety of 
the citizens, believes this 
activity should not take place.” 

The fireworks issue has 
sparked a controversy in the city 
between groups who depend on 
the sale of fireworks as a source 
of funds, and those who are 
concerned with fire hazards in 
the dry, brushy district. 

in a Dec. 5 letter to Rancho 
Cucamonga City Manager 
Lauren Wasserman, the fire 
district board proposed the sale 
of fireworks be restricted to 
between noon on June 30, to 
midnight on July 4. 

People would only be allowed 
to discharge fireworks between 
midnight, July 3, and midnight, 
July 4, under the proposal. 

In addition, the district 
proposed fireworks be sold only 
to those 18 years of age and 
older with proof of identification. 


Educating at least two people 
from every fireworks sale booth 
on the rules of fireworks use, 
posting signs and distributing 
hand-outs on fire-safe 
celebrating, and assistance from 
some of the groups that sell 
fireworks in patrolling high fire 
areas were among the other 
measures suqaested.

A 
second city ordinance prohibits 
video arcade booths from being 
partially- or fully-enclosed. 

“| feel very confident on that one 
because we’re dealing with a 
track record including Los 
Angeles, Phoenix ... where 
similar ordinances have been 
upheld,” he said. The hearing is 
scheduled before federal court 
in Los Angeles in April. 

Dougherty also is representing 
Rancho Cucamonga in its fight 
against the Cowgirl Saloon, a 
topless dancing bar that is 
fighting an old restriction 
limiting adult businesses to a 
specific commercial zone. 

Although the trial ended last 
May, the judge in the case has 
yet to make a decision, 
Dougherty said. 

As a result of that litigation, 
Rancho Cucamonga has adopted 
a moratorium on any adult 
business applications until 
March 6. 

Already the city has restricted 
sex-related businesses from 
locating within 1,000 feet of 
schools, churches and 
residences, and it prohibits the 
Sale of alcohol at businesses 
featuring nude dancers, waiters 
Or waitresses. 

Rancho Cucamonga City 
Attorney James Markman could 
not be reached for comment on 
the content of a permanent 
ordinance being drafted.

apparent contradiction with a 
Supreme Court decision ten 
years ago in favor of-spacing 
ordinances. 

“The Supreme Court ... is 
going to have to make a 
decision as to whether cities 
can regulate adult 
businesses,” Stein said. 

if the Supreme Court 
decides against the City of 
Renton, city ordinances across 
the land probably will become 
invalid. But Stein has faith in 
the highest court in the land. 
Earlier this year he sat in on 
some of the hearings for the 
Playtime Theater’s case 
against Renton. 

“Based on the questions 
they were asking, | think they 
understand the problem. They 
don’t live in a vacuum. They 
know what the problems are 
fora community,” he said. 

Stein said that one of the 
issues the Supreme Court is 
concerned with is whether a 
city can use the experiences 
of other cities as evidence that 
an adult business can harm an 
area. If acity writes an 
ordinance before an X-rated 
business even comes to town, 
as in Renton’s case, it will use 
crime, property devaluation 
and other problems faced by 
other cities as reasons to 
restrict the businesses. 

The court also is studying 
how thoroughly a city has 
researched the places 
available for an adult business, 
when it is restricted to certain 
areas of the city. 

Finally, the court wants to 
make sure the city has pure 
motives, Stein said. It must 
prove that it is not restricting 
the business because of the 
content — which is protected 
by the First Amendment — but 
because of the effects the 
content could have on the 
community, he said. 

While the court studies the 
issue, Stein advises the 
California city attorneys that 
call him to sit tight on new 
Ordinances and wait until 
June. However, the cities of 
Rancho Cucamonga, Upland 
and Montclair are forging 
ahead with new restrictive 
laws against adult 
entertainment. 

The city of Whittier has a 
Special interest in the 
Outcome as well. City Attorney 

Bob Flandrick said he will 
appeal a federal court decision 
against his city’s ordinance to 
the Supreme Court by Dec. 28. 
He hopes his city can 
‘Piggyback” on the Renton 
Case, 

-Flandrick has been leading 
his city for six years in a battle 
to make the Pussycat Theater
